oe MADDENING MADDEN. ^ 


Edv^n C. Madden, the third assistant postmaster-genera], seems to make it 
bis special business to suppress Socialist papers, by donylog them the privilege 
of second-class mail matter for one “reason” or the other. Such reasons arc cheap 
with Mr. Madden—an ex-roilroad engineer and labor renegade—when he waufs 
to suppress a Socialist publication. 

We reported the soppression of tbe Challenge, edited by Comrade WiUhirc. n 
few weeks ago. Kerr Sc. Co. in Chicago have lost a publication, we have also 
lost one, and the latest victim is J. S. Wayland in Girard, Kan., who has 
asked by the postal authorities, l.e.. Mr. Madden, to "prove the rlrrulafion of the 
Appeal to Reason by November 29’* or lose the right of admission us second- 
class mail matter. 

We ire not even a bit alarmed that Com. t^ayland will not be able to do so. 

He has a bona fide circulation of about 180,000 copit'a. He carries little ur 
no advertiaing in his paper, ao that it cannot be construed to be an “odvertis- 
iog sheet.” Az>d finally Wayland has means enough to remove the paper to Can¬ 
ada. publish It from there tod circulate It through tbe United States mails 
under the rules of the Postal union if Mr. Madden should take it upon himself to 
deny to the Appeal the postal privilege as a oecond-clau mall matter, in spite of 
all proofs. 

It is not to Wayland and for tbe AppesI that we warn to sound a key of 
wamiof, but to Mr. Madden and the dais he bellevet to serve by trying to 
suppress Socialistic papers. 

Cs]Mtalliti naturally dislike 8 ociaIlam, and Edwin C. Madden, the third issisi- 
aot postmoater-general, thinks be can keep it from spreading by denying Socialist 
poblicBtioos the right 0 ^ lecond-clasa mail. Mr. Madden is as foolish at be is 
ignorant. 

Socialism is not a theory; it la tbe name gives to ■ phase of civil!sariou*-the 
next phase, if civilisation la to survive. 

Therefore Socialism cannot be suppressed In a cirilited sod progressive 
country. 

And all that tbe Socialistic ptpera and Socialistic "agitators" do, or possibly 
can do. Is to point out that capitalistic ooclety has outlived, its usefuloess, or is 
outliving it very rapidly. They show that cocnpkitloD has become impoMlble in 
very many branches of Induttryi !■ proren p4ilo)y bytheformittioDof TRUSTS 
In tU civilised couotrlei, tod that in such Industries the collective ownership 
of tbe people and the mantgemeot of that industry for the nation roust take the 
place of pdvate ownership. 

That step wUl mark the beginning of tbe Socialist era of human cirilisa- 
tloo. 

Tbe cieireet heids among tbe SocUllsti do not advocate a bloody revolution, 
and are very sorry that they eee it coming on account^ of the stupidity and 
foollahneu of tl}e capitalist diis tod the Igsotioce of Its tools. Socialists see 
tbit advsoces attained by physical force would have to be malntalocd by phys¬ 
ical force. Like lU students of history, they lee tbe dinger that sudden up* 
risings of the people MIGHT molt In taking the power from the hands of one 
objectionable cltu to place It at least temporarily into the hands of a clique 
or coterie hardly leu obieetloaabl* 

Boelalista do not fight with bombs, bot with books; not srith pistols, bot 
with pens; not with poUoos, bat with papm; not with daggen, bot srltb de- 
bat«. They are not thugs, bat thinkers. Not percouioci bot pemasioci, is 
tbetr weapon; they prefer ballots to honeCa. ’ 

Yet, it seems that the mling clam, and espedally Ita Ignorant tools in Wasb- 
ingtoo. are more afraid of books than they are of bombs, more leery of papers 
than they are of pistols. 

They want to suppreu papers sod make It tmpoulble for tbe proletariat to 
read books that will eoUghten It and giro It hope and show It the way to Bo* 
dal Ism. 

Bat let ns s op poee Mr. Madden would be 
surriSifnT temporarily, that he woold be able to soppreta onli^tenmeat and 
hops and the propaganda of Bodailam.
